_ The council is busily co-ordinatirg 


plans for the parade and queen 
contest, but has been faced with 
a series of difficulties. It is the big 
duty of the. council to set a theme 
for the Homecoming parade, and 
all clubs will follow the theme in 
the preparation of- their floats. 
However, the council is, and has 
been, plagued with two main block- 
ades: first, the member clubs have 
not all been sending representa- 
tives to all the meetings, which 
are very vital to the success of the 


.Homecoming parade; and secondly, 


the majority of the representatives 
do not take great enough part in 
the business before the group. Both 
of these problems are fundamental 
to both the success of the Home- 
coming and the success ofthe In- 
terclub Council. 


If the clubs desire to see both 
succeed, and there is no reason 
why either should fail, there is only 
one thing to do. They must make 
certain they are represented at the 
meetings and represented by per- 
sons who can and will take part 
in the business. 


Last year the council had simi- 
lar troubles when it presented its 
annual Carnival, but by delaying 
the event, they were able to stage 
a most successful activity. How- 
ever, there can be no delaying of 
Homecoming after its date of Oc- 
tober 28, which in itself is two 
weeks later than first scheduled. 

The only way the event will run 
off successfully will be as a re 
sult of great co-operation and much 
teamwork by all concerned with 
the day. Much valuable time has 
already been lost by poor co-op- 
eration and lack of work by all 
concerned. 


Hartnell College has in the past 
had Homecoming Days which were 
a credit to the college, but unless 
the wheels of the organization be- 
gin to turn more rapidly, there 
will not even be a resemblance of 
a parade, much less one which gives 
proper credit to the college.
